The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A search of 
the prior art failed to uncover any reference that anticipates or renders obvious a 
method for producing a triarylsulfonium salt represented by the general formula 1 by 
reacting a diaryl sulfoxide and an aryl Grignard reagent (RMgX) in the presence of an 
activator with high affinity for oxygen of 6.0 to 7.5 equivalents relative to the diaryl 
sulfoxide and then reacting the resultant reaction mixture with a strong acid (HA); 
wherein all the variables are as defined in the claims. 

Claims 1-8 and 10 are allowed.
